PART I 
THE DAVIDSON GENERATIONS 
WILLIAM AND ELIZABETH MacPETERS DAVIDSON 


Back in the “Good Old Depression Days” one the kids sez to me, sez he, “Paw, I hear the kids at 
school talking about being English, Scotch, Spanish, and the like; WHO should us Morgans say we 
are.” I sez to him, sez I, “Well, Sonny Boy, I reckon by the time we git down through all our 
generations to you poor younguns you are such a congolomerate of nationalities that we don’t know 
what to say, unless you jes tellum youre plain old un-snobbish ‘Heinze-57-AMERICANS!” 


Seriously, then I began going over memories of many fine occasions on which Mama, Grandma 
Valverde, and others use to tell us all about the Davidson family and their many descendants, how 
they worked to provide homes for their families and to bring up their children in honesty and 
dignity. Then I thought that some day I might attempt to write some sort of account so that 
something documentary might be left to those who may care in the generations to come. 


This effort consists of three sections: PART I, a sketchy, and in spots a bit romantic, story of the 
worthy beginnings; PART II, complete listings of all the members of all the families, as far as available 
data have permitted; PART III, special mention of talent, attainments, and accomplishments of our 
lineage and of those who came into the Davidson Generations by marriage. 


BEGINNINGS 


In the autumn of 1814, the British in the War of 1812 were working their way up the Mississippi River 
in an effort to take the City of New Orleans. President Madison ordered General Andrew Jackson to 
New Orleans with his Tennessee Riflemen, a highly specialized group from the Nashville area. Among 
these young men was WILLIAM DAVIDSON (probably William CALVIN Davidson). Their route 
brought them through eastern Mississippi and down the Tombigbee River to Mobile and then by land 


to Pascagoula Beach. 


More than fifty years ago an old Grand Bay pioneer told me that General Jackson marched his men 
through what is now Tillman’s Corners and Franklin Creek - near Presleys - to Kreole and straight to 
the intersection of Parsley and Market streets, building the military road as they went. This same road 
was used in the Civil War. For many years after the Civil War there were attached to large pines 
insulator brackets which held the wires of the Confederate telegraph system. I used to see them, when 


I was a boy out hunting. 


From Pascagoula the men were transported in sail boats on the Mississippi Sound to Pear! River and up 
the river about seven miles to Pearlington, a busy little port on the east bank in Mississippi, where they 
were encamped for weeks until they could be taken to the New Orleans area by way of many bayous 


and lakes. 


During the layover William, himself a Scotch Presbyterian, became acquainted with a family of Scotch 


Presbyterians by the name of MacPeters - later called Peters - and in the family was a very attractive 


young lady of sixteen or seventeen, Elizabeth Peters. Before he left for the City there was a very 


lively romance in the wind. 
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The Battle of New Orleans was fought on the Field of Chalmette about three miles down river from 
the City on January 8, 1815, tho the treaty ending the war had been signed in Europe, December 15, 
1814. Within weeks William was back in Pearlington. They planned to marry in the next year or two, 
allowing time for him to return home to work and save for the venture. In those days there were no 
means of communication; so it was sure to be a long period of waiting. Finally on one happy day 
William showed up in the busy little settlement and in a short time they were married and settled 
down to make their home among her people. The . Peters family lived over on the west side of the 
river in St. Tammany Parish, Louisiana, while the men folks worked in shipyards, saw mills, and other 


industries in Pearlington. 


As far as we know, the Davidsons reared four girls and three boys to maturity; all born in St. 
Tammany. The oldest, Mary Jane, was born in February 182@ As she was becoming a young lady of 
seventeen, a young Spaniard in his twenties, who owned’ and operated a freight boat, became 
acquainted with the family; and soon there was another romance brewing. His name was Jose’ Antonio 
Valverde, born on the Island of Ibisa, Spain, c1813. Within a year or so they were married. 


Since water was the chief medium of transportation in this land of lakes, bays, and bayous, small 
sailboats called luggers were most useful and their operation very profitable in active trade between 
the City and the Gulf Coast. It seems that Grandpa Valverde had been doing quite well for several 
years; and in his travels, he came upon a good business opportunity in Bayou Labatre, Alabama, a 
small shipyard, two houses, and a large tract of land. He bought the place and they established their 


home there. 


Their first child, Manuela (Leat), was born in Bayou Labatre in April, 1840, They had ten children, 
two of whom died quite young. Grandma Valverde was vigorous mentally and physically, maintaining : 
a good home and managing the raising of hogs, cattle, sheep, and farm crops, all of which were their 
main supply of food and clothing. 


Sometime in the middle 1850’s, Grandfather Davidson died in St. Tammany and in the year or so 
following, Grandpa Valverde brought Grandmother Davidson and her family to Bayou Labatre. In the 
new situation they all were happy. The young men became ship carpenters and the young ladies 


married young men of the community. 


Then, it seems, history was to repeat itself. On one fine summer’s day a lugger came sailing up Bayou 
Labatre with a young Spaniard aboard ona business trip from New Orleans. His name was Miguel 
Leon Pol. He became acquainted with the family and soon was attracted by Manuela, who was about 
sixteen. They married in 1856 in Gretna, where he was interested in a shipyard; and later they lived on 
Esplanade Avenue, where their first child, Margaret (Maggie) was born, February 15, 1858. Then he 
sold his interests in Gretna, bought and sold a salt factory in Bayou Labatre, and went on to set up a 
shipyard in Pascagoula, which later was known as the Frentz Shipyard, and later as the Walker 
Brothers Yard. In 1860, they settled permanently in Pascagoula. 


Everything had gone well until the tragic death of Grandpa Valverde, who was waylayed by a neighbor 
and cut severely in the back and side. This occurred late in 1860 only a few months after the birth of 
their youngest son, Charles William (Charley). For five or six years Grandma Valverde, with the help 
of her brothers and sisters, worked hard to carry on the business; but with the Civil War going on and 
other difficulties they were about to give up, when Grandpa Pol, who was doing well, prevailed upon 
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them to come to Pascagoula. The sisters remained; but Uncle Bill and Uncle Press came with Grandma, 
while Uncle Calvin settled in Biloxi. 


One of the two homes on the place was taken down piece by piece, including the bricks, and brought 
by sailboat to Pascagoula and rebuilt as a home for Grandia. The house is now known as the Old 


Morgan Home located on Morgan Lane near the dead end of Magnolia. 


The larger of the two houses on the bayou has been completely restored by Mr. and Mrs. Grady 
Seaman and they now are enjoying it as their home. 


Grandma spent her last days with the Morgans and died in 1913 at the age of 93, surrounded by 
daughters, grand daughters and great grandchildren, who loved and cared for to the end.
